I  have  the  honour  to  present  an  abbreviated  Anr.ual  Report 
for  the  year  1073*  Because  of  pressure  Ox^  work  on  the  Health  Depart- 
rr;ent  and  also  owing  "o  the  fact  that  Vital  Statistics  of  Births  are  not  yet 
to  hand,  it  has  not  been  found  possible  to  nrovicie  a  Reoort  in  the  co.T.ore- 
licnsive  form  o  nrevious  years.  Since  Taunton  Rural  District  Council  forms 
part  af  a  combined  Registration  District  it  has  not  been  feasible  to 
disentangle  figures  of  Births,  Deaths,  Infant  Mortality  and  so  on  for  this 
oarticular  District,  These  figures  v/ill  be  to  hand  at  a  later  date. 

So  far  as  the  General  Provisions  for  Heal  th  S^-rvices  in  the 
District  are  concerned  these  have  not  varied  to  any  substantial  extent 
from  those  described  in  niy  Reoort  for  1-///. 

There  v/as  a  share  outbreak  of  .'/easD^s  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year  oroducing  146  cases.  Aoart  from  that,  the  preval  nee  of  in¬ 
fectious  disease  was  at  a  very  lov/  level,  n'otif icat ions  v/ore  received 
01  three  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  one  case  of  Infective  Jaundice,  one  case 
of  nulrr.onary  Tuberculosis  and  tv;o  cases  of  i.’on-Pulrnona ry  Tuberculosis. 

!jo  deaths  occurred  from  infectious  disease. 

V.'ork  was  begun  during  the  year  on  the  Sewerage  Scheme  to 
servo  the  parish  of  Kingston  St.  Mary. 

A  paper-sack  system  for  collection  of  dorrisstic  refuse  th.rough 
out  the  district  has  been  introduce'].' 

The  building  of  121  private  hs.uses  arid  lb  Council  houses  was 
comolotcd  dviri  no  1973.
